We have 
not includcil New .lersey in tlielable. 
tliough we lielieve that her vole will 
be east for lilaine. 'W'c prefer in the 
calculation to err ou the safe side. 
Tlie nine votes of Now Jersey added 
to tlie Blaine columu would raise it 
to 248. 

\o .state is included in llic talile 
about which there is any reasonable 
doubt. New York is praelieally as 
certain for Blaine as I'ennsylvania. 
There was uncertainty at first; but 
the Democratie disruption in New 
York City, and tho overwhelming 
sentiment for Hlaine in the interior, 
make the State secure. Yet New 
York might be lo.st and Uiaiiie still 
elected. Counting out both Now 
York and New Jersey, he woofd have 
203 vote*,- or two more than the re- 
iu!rcd number.

In this caleiihit ion wc have not in- 
cluded ft single Southern State.

Nailor Mortally Wounded 
and a ICan Namid Aadonon 

Peppered With Bird-Shot 
at Pairview, Friday. 

CiRAX OIIISON IN JAIL. 

Aiiollier one of those ])criodiual 
shooting afllrays for which Christian 
county is noted, occurred at Fair- 
view last Friday about dark. It is

— whisky, followed by bloodshed. 
I The i>ariies engaged were Cbas. 
Nailer and (iran Uibsou on one side 
and one Anderson on the other and 
the sequel was the mortal wounding 
of Xailor and the slight wounding of 
.Viidersou followed by the iiii|ii is()u- 
niunt uf Ciibsoii. A representative of 
the South Kkn tcckiax yesterday in- 
terviewed Uibsou iu llie jail, lie is 
a tall ratlier good-looking young fel- 
low, apparently about 25 years old. 
lie readily gave his version of (be 
story, llo had been living in Texas, 
but liad returned and was working 
at the carpenter's trade at Mr. Tin- 
sley's, near Fairview. On the even- 
ing iu question he had been uut 
with NailorsliooHng birds and the 
I wo had but one double-barii'l gun 
between them. Towards night 
they went to Fairview and took 
several drinks of liipior ami (iib- 
soii says Nailur bogau to get iii- 
tuxicated. Nailur weut out on the 
street and got into a row with Pres. 
Vaiiccy and came back to Gibson tu 
gel the gnu to shoot Yancey, (iib- 
son says he refiiseil to let him have ii 
but tried to get him lu go home and 
Nailor agi-eed to go if be would take 
another drink with him. This Gib- 
son says be did and by this time he 
was beginning to gut drunk lilinsult 
and ha~ a very indistinct recolluctiuii 
of wliai happened. Xailor instead 
of goiii^ home again went onl on the 
street tu look for Vancey. Anderson 
was oomiiig out of a saddler's i>hup 
with a saddle and Nailor accosted 
him and said, '*llollo ! stranger, where 
is Hiatd— d Pres. Yuncey I" Anderson 
r. |)iied," It is not my il.iy to keep 
Yamey, d — n you and hini holli." 
This bruuglil on some but, words and 
Nailur protesting that Anderson 
couldn't seai-o him went to Glbron 
aud forcibly tuok the gun from him 
but Gibson says he jerked it hack 
and entreated Nailor lo come awa\ 
and let the stranger alone, lie said, 
'I told him that ti.oman would bhuoi 
him if lie was armed and to come on 
and gu home. Koiior, although he 
had no pistol, Ulidcrtouk to bluif An- 
derson and with his hand on his hip- 
pocket ad'wiiiced on him, daring him 
to slioni. Anderson backed lar 
enough to have the law ou his side 
and then fli'od at Nailor with a pistol, 
striking him in jthe s'ide or stum- 
ach. I was lou drunk to reinember 
what happened, but tliey sa\ I ran 
out and .said tliat 1 wonkln'l see my 
partner murdered, and shot at An- 
derson. Anderson shot at me fuur 
times, one bullet grazing the end of 
the middle finger ou my left hand. I 
was arrested, and wlien I got sober 
I didn't know what had happened. I 
never saw Anderson before and don't 
know his name now." These are the 
facts as giveu by the prisoner, ilia 
examining trial was held Saturday, 
and he was sent to jail, aud Ander- 
son was discharged. Andereou was 
only slightly wounded ahoni the face 
and was able to be iu court. Nailor 
was fatally wounded and though no 
tidings have been received of him, 
he is prQb'ably dead. The physicians 
who examined the wouud Drououiiced 
it mortal, and the unfortunate man 
was lakeu to his home in a druukcii, 
dying condition. lie is but a mere 
lN>y 20 years old, though he has a 
wife and baby. Gibson says be was 
never in a flisi befbre, and bore no 
malioe towards the stranger whom he 
shot, but was merely standing b;- his 
ft'iend aud partner. He is a cousin of 
Nick Gibson, who killed a negro at 
the fair grounds, Oct. 3, and the two 
young men occupy the same cell.

But neveitheleM Iioy waa to lemala 
impregnable ao long as it leteinad the 
Palladiam, wbidh, as we hsTS before 
laid, had been tflven by Zens to the 

tounder of tlie city, Ilna. Ulyases, how- 
svcr, having diagimed Lis person with 
caisorablu clotliea wul self -inflicted 
wounds, iiitroihiccd liimscK into tho 
.nty and found moaua to ciury away the 
Pitlhulium by stealth. He was reoog- 
uisod only by Helen, who oomoerted 
with him means for tlie oaptote of the 
town. A il&al stratagem was resorted 
U\ At the suggestion of Athene, Epeius 
xiul I'anopons constnicted a hollow 
ivo<xliui horse, c.ijmeious enough to con- 
tiiiu 100 mou. In tlii.s liortH) tho most 
I'luinont of tho Orceli lienx'H concealed 
themselves, while the whole Qreek army, 
baving burned their tents and pretended 
to give np the siege, sailed away with 
their ships, which they anchored behind 
lenodoa. Overjoyed to aee tliomaelvca 
Dually rulioved, tho Trojivns iaBued from 
the city and wondered at tho atupeudouH 
liorae, on wliich waa written, that 
it was dodicutod to Athena by the de]iart- 
ing Qroeks. Thoy were not long at a 
loss what to do with it ; and tho anxious 
heroes from within heard their oon^ulta- 
tions, as well as the voice of Helen, 
when she pronoanoed the name of each 
lioro, counterfeiting the accent ot his 
wife's viiieo. Some de.sirotl to bring it 
into the city and dedicate it to the gods; 
()ther.s ndviaed distrust at tho enemy's 
legacy. Laocoon, the priest of Pose- 
idon, came with his two sous, and, in 
his indignation, thrust his speai against 
the horse. The sound revealed that the 
horse wos hollow, but at the same mo- 
ment Laocoon and one of his sons per- 
ished iiiiHeralily, two nKinstrous serpenta 
Imving lu'en sent by Here out of tho sea 
lo destroy them. The Trojiins, torrifled 
by this Bpeotaclo, and persuaded by the 
perQdioua ooonsels of the traitor Simou 
—who had been expressly left behind by 
the Qreelu to give them false infor- 
mation—were induced to drag the fatal 
fabric into theur city ; and, as the gate 
was not large enough to admit it, tliey 
oven made a broach in their own walL 
Thus tlie horse waa introduced into the 
Acroplia, and placed in tho Agora before 
Priam's palace. But even now opinious 
were divided ; many demanding that tho 
horse should be oat in pieces; others ad- 
vising that it should bo dragged to tho 
highest {Hiiat of the Acropolis and 
Uirown tlieuce. ou the roelis behnv. Tlie 
strongest party, however, insisted on ita 
lieing de<lieate<l to tlie goils as a token 
of gratitude for their deliverauct'. 

After aunaot tho Greek fleet returned 
to the shore of the phun of Troy and 
awaited the preconcerted signal While 
the Trojans indulged in riotous festivi- 
ties Simon kindled tho flre-signal and as- 
sisted the oonceakd heroes to open tho 
secret door in the horse's belly, out of 
whii'li they descended. Tlu: city waa 
now assailed (rcmi within and without, 
and was completely sacked and de- 
stroyed, nearly the whole population 
being shim. Priam, who had vainly 
sought shelter at the altar of Zens Her- 
keloB, was kOled by Nooptolemns. His 
son, Delpliobus, who, after tho death of 
Ids brotlier Paris, had licconie the hus- 
/land of Helen, was attacked by Ulyssos 
and Meuclaus. Ho defended his lioaie 
desperately, but was finally overcome 
and slain. Thus Menelaus at length 
woj back his wife.— Dr. SohUtmaan't 
"TMos."

In this country the diauaso has Ih en 
confined chiefly to tho West and Soutli, 
New York and New Ea(;laud have known 
it almost wholly by report. For tho 
hist fow years, however, it has shown 
itself in New York and Oonneotiout 
This last summer it broke out as an ex- 
tensive epidemic in Hoasaohusetts and

It is probable that tho opidemio has a 
connection with the great lack of rain, 
which has left the bottoms of so many 
ponds and marshes bare, thus exposing 
a large amount of decayed matter. 
Periods of unwonted dryness sre gen- 
erally iMsriods of various epidemics. 
TIk^ low water in the wells contains at 
Bueh times a larger proixirtiou of de- 
eoiniHisi'd matter, for the water drains 
from a much wider area. 

Intei-mittent fevers begin with a se- 
vere chill, during which the teeth chat- 
ter and the whole person shakes vident- 
ly. The fever generally lasts several 
hours. The remedy is quinine, uour- 
iahmeiit, rest and, where piu.-tieable, 
removal from the malariid region. — 
Youth's Coinpanion,

M-AllAFFiyil AS A n UOB fRKHKRVKH 

A German ohemlst, Dr. Hohal, has 
established the useful fact that wood im- 
pregnated with paraflOlne is preserved 
from rot, espeoislly when employed hi 
alizarine manufactures, where it is ex- 
posed to the decaying action of damp 
aeid and alkaline lyes. Wooilen vessels 
whveh bi'come totally rotten in two 
months, last for two years when im- 
pregnated with parafliuc. The prepara- 
tion of the wood is effected by drying it 
iu warm air for three weeks, then 
steeped in melted paralBne, to which has 
been added some petroleum, ether, 
or aulphuret of carbon. In preparing 
this bath great care must, however, be 
exercised, owing to the inflammability 
of ite ingredients. To prevent the par- 
afliuo from escaping from the pores, tlio 
wood should be coated with oil varnish 
or BoluMe glsis, washed after diyiug 
with diluted hydrochloric acid. The 
silicic acid thus formed dogs up the 
pores from tho outsido, and protects the 
paraffino from the action of the water. 
Parafllne, melted with eipnd parts of 
Unseed or rapeaeed oil, is also, according 
to Dr. Bchal, useful for coating iron ves- 
sels, which, in chemical manufacto- 
ries are otherwise very liable to rust.
